Editor, Bulletin, — Maybe this 
won't be of any interest to you 
or your readers, To those who 
may want to borrow’ small 
amounts of money for one rea- 
son or another, don't bother try- 
ing.

The outside is tar-papered 
and the house has a flat roof 
The place is upon posts, and the 
digging is done ready for pour 
ing of concrete, 

We believed the glowing ads 
in the papers about how easy it 
is to borrow money. Two of the 
companies I went to told me in 
a very nice way that there were 
too many children for them to 
allow us to take on a large loan; 
even tried to borrow only $600, 
and still no dice 

There are six qhildren in the 
family. Knew it is impossible to 
rent anything if there are chil- 
dren but it's the first time that 
I knew it was a drawback to 
owning a home of your own 

The best we have had is a 
mortgage for $1,200 plus six per 
cent interest on the whole thing. 
But here is the catch—we get 
only $1,000 of that. Still we have 
to pay back $1,200 plus six per 
cent on the unpaid balance, It is 
what is called a progressive loan, 
We wouldn't mind tying our- 
selves down if we were getting 
the whole $1,200, but we are not 


This isn't a bid for pity or 
anything like that, 
We've just about decided to 


give up. It’s no use trying to go 
ahead and do anything more on 
the house. We will just board 
up the sides and let it go at 
that. 

May be some day we can go 
ahead and finish the home and 
give the younger ones at any 
rate a proper home, At the pres- 
ent time there are eight of us 
living in three rooms. 

But still we are lucky. We at 
least have a roof over our heads 
aod a place we can call our own, 
Which is a lot more than a lot 
of people have. Yes, we are very 
lucky and mighty thankful for 
what we have 

We only want to improve on 
what we have, Is that a crime?

Two Lines 
Of Buses 


Editor, Bulletin.—When I read 
your article in your paper of the 
the 17th, I felt I would like to 
answer and to express my opin- 
ion, and remedy for congestion 
during rush hours on the buses 
of the Edmonton Transit Sys- 
tem 

We all know the old street 
cars carried more persons per 
car, in comparison to buses, but, 
when we look at the other fac- 
tors in-favor of the buses, it is 
quite easy to understand why 
the public prefer buses to street 
cars, 

For example, in winter, street 
ears find it hard to start and 
stop. Also if one breaks down, 
the ones behind are also tied up. 
Compared to the speed, off the 
curb loading, safety (to the pub- 
lic and for the driver) even 
though the buses are harder to 
operate, I have heard motormen 
say they would rather operate a 
bus eight hours, than to operate 
a street car for seven hours 

I seem to be straying away 
from the point involved. As we 
all know this does not alter the 
fact of our buses being definitely 
overloaded and as a solution | 
offer my humble suggestion. 

Why would it not be possible 
to have another set of trolley 
wires hung alongside the present 
ones, just to the outside of them, 
I realize the cost of the wire, 
clips, ete, not to say the prob- 
able installation of more power 
sub-stations would be necessary. 

Then the question of the 
operation of the buses could 


best be described by referring to

The person who is in a rush 
to get to town could do so in 
less time than taking the so- 
called “local,” because of the in- 
convenience of having to walk 
to a “through bus stop.” 

The “through bus” would be 
able to pull in to the curb to 
load or unload passengers and 
would be able to pass the “local” 
at any point along the route. 

I will admit the scheme may 
seem fantastic, but I will stake 
my faith on the future of Ed- 
monton that in time something 
like this may come to pass

Few things could so strikingly 
dramatize Communism's threat to 
freedom of the individual as the 
amazing case of Mrs, Oksana 
Stepanovna Kosenkina, the Rus- 
sian school teacher who escaped 
from the Soviet consulate in New 


York by leaping from a third- 
storey window 
Ad now Sweden, of all coun- 


tries, has a “Kosenkina” case! 

North America had seen small 
countries communized by force, 
We had seen fearful purges in 
Red slave states. We had listened 
day after .day to the Soviet's 
monotonous “nyet"’ (no) as the 
veto was hurled into the United 
Nations machinery, We had seen 
the brutal food blockade against 
the population of Western Ber- 
lin 

But none of these important de- 
velopments had brought home 
Communisml’s threat to our way 
of life so forcefully as has the 
tragic story of Mrs. Kosenkina 
Through her we have visualized 
how Communism pursues the in- 
dividual even unto death 

Russia has had the effrontery 
to accuse the United States gov- 
ernment of having a hand in 
“kidnapping” Mrs Kosenkina 
and two other Soviet school 
teachers in New York Moscow 
“demands” that these unfortu 
nates be turned over to the Soviet 
Union 


Meantime the “Swedish Kosen- 
kina” case has broken and is 
causing a sensation throughout 
that country, Lydia Makarova, a 
1%year-old Russian girl who has 
been living in Sweden four years 
refuses to return to her native 
country despite repeated § de- 
mands of the Russian embassy 
that she do 


A Swedish foreign office spokes 
man states that the foreign of- 
fice refused the requests and 
warned the embassy “to leave the 


girl alone.” As in the American 
case, the Russians claimed that 
the young woman was being 
“kept prisoner.” 

Well now, the significance of 
this “Swedish Kosenkina” case 
lies in the fact that Stockholm 
has been punctilious in its ef- 
forts to maintain good- relations 
with Russia. Sweden, of course, 
is sitting right under Russia's 
big guns and has to tread clreum- 
spectly. 

However, the Swedes are jeal- 
ous of their sovereignty and they 
now are experiencing a drama- 
tization of Communism's threat 
to mankind's bill of rights.

What is this crippling disease 
popularly called “infantile paraly 
sis,” which leaves wasted limbs and 


helpless bodies in its wake? 
Polio’s full name is poliomyeli 
tis,” It is derived from the ancient 


Greek words “polios,” meaning 
“grey,” “myelos,” meaning “mar 
row,” and the addition of “itis 
meaning “inflammation.” 


It is an inflammation of the grey 
inner portion of the spinal cord 
The spinal cord is the body's main 
nerve channel running up through 
the centre of the backbone 


PARALYZED LIMBS 
What happens in a case of polio 


e.. that part of the spinal cord be 


comes jnflamed, the nerves leading 
to part of the body hecome in- 
capable of working the muscles 
and the muscles afe_ thereby 
paralyzed 

When a muscle becomes para 
lyzed, it naturally ceases to get its 
normal amount of exercise, and 
wastes away or “atrophies.” 

That's why polio victims, after 
they have recovered from the dis 
ease, must endure long months of 
special training exercises to re 
develop their muscles 

What ? 

The cause is a mysterious virus 
bacteria so small that ordinary 
microscopes can't magnify them 
enough to be seen with the human 
eye

When this experiment was tried 
out in the U.S, all monkeys spray 
ed with the chemical never caught 
polio, even though their nasa) pas 
Sages were later sprayed with the 
actual virus 


UNEFFECTIVE 

But when thousands of Toronto 
schoolchildren were sprayed with 
zinc sulphate as a protective meas- 
ure one year, as many sprayed- 
children caught polio as those who 
weren't sprayed at all 

For some reason, polio hits most 
frequently in late summer, and in 
Edmonton we are just in the main 
danger period now—the last weeks 
in August and early September 

The disease never takes any def- 
inite pattern in its spread, Some- 
times the peak of an epidemic is 
reached earlier in the summer, 
sometimes in the fall
